Backers of the measure hailed 
B urton’s acceptance of the post 
with enthusiasm , declaring that it 
would answer the complaint of 
“radicalism" which has been rais­ 
ed against the measure. 
A fter a five-year interm ittent 
fight over the proposal, 
House 
leaders have agreed to bring it up 
for a vote next Tuesday. 
The 
amendment 
proposed 
by 
Rep. White (R) of Kansas, prob­ 
ably will be pushed ahead of the 
resolution of Sen. N orris (R) of 
Nebraska, which already has pass­ 
ed the Senate. Differences would 
be worked out in conference com­ 
mittees. 
The White resolution changes 
the date of presidential inaugur­ 
ations from March 4 to Jan. 24, 
and would call Congress into ses­ 
sion on January 4, each year, in­ 
stead of the first Monday in De­ 
cember. It continues the short ses­ 
sion principle, by providing that 
sessions in even-numbered years 
would end on May 4.

Growing Children and Mothers Require More of 
These Minerals Than Men and Should 
Get Them in Food.

OST of us eat our meals simply because they satisfy our 
appetites* 
Seldom do we give any thought to the real food 
requirements. 
We read that we should eat various kinds of 
foods. 
We are told that each contains some particular elements we 
must have if we would thrive. 
Scientists have 
proved it is necessary for the system to have this 
food if we are to enjoy perfect health. 
The elements most commonly discussed are 
certain essential minerals. 
Included under this 
heading are iron, potash, soda, magnesium, phos­ 
phorus, sulphur, chlorine and iodine. 
Every individual must have a certain amount 
of iron each day. 
We are told if an iron free diet 
wore taken for any length of time there would re­ 
sult one of the deficiency diseases such as scurvy. 
Growing children and mothers require more 
iron than men do. Women need iron to meet the 
demands peculiar to their sex. 
Children, of course, 
need iron for the building of the tissue and to in­ 
crease an im portant element in the blood, called 
the hemoglobin. 
Lean m eats, eggs, the hulls of cereals, fruits 
and vegetables are rich in iron and they should bo 
given an im portant place in the diet. 
Fresh cow’s milk has not as 
high an iron content as other foods, yet the iron it does contain is one 
of the greatest elements in aiding tho proper growth of the child.

Hie complaint comes from many of the towns of 
Ohio that it is hard to persuade their most promis­ 
ing young people to settle down in their home town 
environment. Many of them flock into large cities. 
These departures took away the courage and life 
for such communities, many of which have had a 
fine history, and it is regrettable when they seem 
to be going down. 
The thing that is most influential in inducing peo­ 
ple to settle down in their home environment, is 
the appearance of hope and activity. Young people 
hate communities where there seems an appearance 
of stagnation. If there are things doing, they feel 
they are getting somewhere, and they think that 
their work and thought are leading them to results. 
But if they see the older people accepting conditions 
as they are and not trying to improve things, then 
they become disgusted with the lack of activity and 
they quit 
Clubs, organizations, activities, movements for 
better business, are wonderful in persuading young 
folks to settle down near home. They make a world 
of difference in a town. When people get together 
and decide that they want and are going to have 
better business, or better social or intellectual con­ 
ditions, then each one encourages his neighbors and 
friends to think that better things can be done. 
Unity seems to bring strength, and all at once peo 
pie find that the old burg has far greater resources 
than they have believed. Two heads are said to be 
better than one, and a dozen or 50 heads bring a 
great accession of strength. It is out of such united 
movements that many communities that seemed 
slow and stagnant have completely altered their 
prospects, and made themselves into fine and ad 
vancing towns, in which young people were glad to 
stay, and in which they could find as good oppor­ 
tunities sis they could anywhere. 
------------------o------------------ 
Yelling “Unthinkable” 
There is nothing as valuable in international re­ 
lations as the ability to look at things with unemo­ 
tional realism. 
When Admiral Plunkett made his famous remarks 
about the likelihood of a war between the United 
. States and England he was greeted by a perfect 
chorus of disapproving criticism. Many reams of 
good paper were ruined to set forth the thesis that 
war with England is “unthinkable.” 
Probably it is. But wouldn’t it be a good idea to 
sit down and study the situation at some length, 
coldly and dispassionately; and then, if such a study 
shows that there are possibilities of future conflict, 
to devise ways and means of remedying the situ 
ation? Wouldn’t that be more effective than yelling 
‘‘unthinkable” without stopping to investigate ?

It is getting so that the ultimate consumer smiles 
benignly every time any kind of "trade war” is 
announced.

One road began it, 
with new de luxe trains, low' fares and more con­ 
venient schedules.
